My father is Norwegian 
and Swedish. My Nor- 
wegian relatives come 
from two areas in Western 
Norway — Trohdheim and 
Song Og Fjordane. My 
great, great grandparents, 
Anton and Krista Mer- 
manson moved from 
Trondheim to Aurland in 
Song Og Fjordane where 
my great grandmother, 
Emma Hermanson, was 
born on August 30, 1885. 
They immigrated to St. 
Olaf, Minnesota in 1892, 
later moving to James- 
town, North Dakota. 

My Swedish great grandfather Frank 
Bergholm was born July 4, 1875 at 
Smoland, Rydaholm. His mother’s maiden 
name was Anderson. At 19, Great grandpa 
Bergholm moved to the United States. He 
received his citizenship at Red Wing, 
Minnesota, on April 17, 1905. 

On August 2, 1911 Emma married 
Frank Bergholm in Jamestown, North 


Dakota and later moved to 
Montana. My grandma, 
Juanita Bergholm Hale 
was born in Kalispell on 
September 4, 1921. 

The woman’s bunad 
from Sogn is a continua- 
tion of the antique 
woman’s costume from the 
last part of the 18th centu- 
ry, but also from the 19th 
century. It was copied after 
old, preserved costumes 
and pictures. The young 
girls used either scarves or 
bands in their hair and 
women wore a white hat. 
A green silk blouse can also be worn with 
the women’s costume. Married women use 
a stiffened thin cotton hat, called a 
hodnhau. Women use a belt with silver 
ornaments and buckle, while the girl’s 
wear a black velvet belt with silver buckle. 

In the last part of the last century the 
folk costume was not worn any longer but 
it came back into use in the first part of 
this century.

The 
costume is completed with white stockings 
and black shoes.

Since the family arrived in Astoria in 
the month of February, the first thing the 
kids had to do was enroll in school and the 
first thing they had to learn was the 
English language. Einar must have studied 
hard because he made it through grade 
school and then graduated from Astoria 
High School in 1940. In 1946 Einar mar- 
ried a beautiful young lady named Eva 
Richard from Bandon, Oregon. They have
